One of Hastings County's big - 
gest enterprises - with a yearly 
budget of $ 14,900,000 - is it's 
public school system. 

Its boord of directors is an el- 
ected body - 16 trustees repres- 
enting eight wards in the county 
and the separate school support- 
er's children attending public 
schools. They serve a two ~year 
term. 

Its plant includes 66 buildings 
--57 elementary schools, eight 
secondary schools and one school 
for retarded children. 

The schools ore staffed by 1, 
066 teachers and will educate 
more than 23,818 children this 
year. 

Heading the administration is 
director of education Eric Run- 
acres, who is assisted by three 
superintendents one each for 
staff curriculum and academic ser- 
vices - and a business manager .

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Unemployment 
Dips To 3.7% 


Unemployment between July 
and August fell by 31,000 to 
318,000 persons or 3.7 per cent 
of the labor force, the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics and the man- 
power department said recently 
in a joint report. 

The number of unemployed 
was virtually the same as a year 
earlier. The percentage was the 
lowest since last October, and 
down from July's 4.1 per cent. 

The labor force shrank by 61, 
000 persons to 8,489,000 in Au- 
gust and employment declined 
by 30,000 to 8,171,000. The de- 
cline in employment was largely 
among teenagers, the report said. 

The August figures result from 
a sample survey of about 35,000 
households taken inthe week 
ended Aug. 23. 

The decline in unemployment 
reflected withdrawal of unemploy! 
ed students from the labor force. 
The no. of unemployed between 
the ages of 14to 19 declined by 
52,000 partially off-set by o 21, 
000 increase in unemployment 
among those 20 or over. E 

Of the total unemployed in 
August 106,000 or 33 per cent 
had been out of work for lessthan 
a month, 36 per cent for one to 
three months and 31 per cent for 
four months or more. 

The seasonally - adjusted un- 
employment rate in August was 
4.9 per cent.

Ontario Hydro’s 
Proposed Hearn 
Stack Would Reduce 


Air Pollution 


Ontario Hydro Chairman, Geo. 
Gathercole said recently that 
construction of a proposed 700 
foot stack at the Richard L. Hearn 
power plant would reduce the 
" ground level concentrations of 
sulphur dioxide attributed to the 
Hearn station by about 90 % in 
downtown Toronto and the area 
east of the plant.” 

Mr. Gathercole told the City 
of Toronto's Building and Devel - 
opment Committee, "A higher 
stack reduces pollution by achei- 
ving greater dispersal or dilution 
thus holding ground level con- 
centrations at acceptable levels. 

The proposed stack meets the 
standards and specifications of 
the provincial Air Management 
Branch and has the approval of 
the federal Department of Trans- 
port. 

Mr. Gather cole wos invited 
to address the committee in con- 
nection with Hydro's proposal to 
erect the $8.7 million stack, 
planned for 1971 completion. It 
would replace the present eight 
chimneys. Five of these are 200 
feet high and three rise 300 feet. 
The station, with a capacity of 
1.2 million kilowatts contributes 
about one tenth of the provincial 
power supply -

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Medicare Confusion 


By Clarke T. Rollins, M.P.P. 
Hastings. 


On the transfer from O.M. S. 
I. P. to O.H.S.1.P. on October 
1,1969, there is a lot of misun - 
derstanding and confusion. | 
would like to present to you some 
facts and figures which may ex- 
plain the Plan to you. 

Firstly, | would like to make 
it clear that O.H.S.1.P. has 
nothing at all to do with hospita- 
lization. Individuals residing in 
the Province who were covered 
befére October Ist are still cov- 
ered by O.H.S.C. for hospitali - 
zation. O.H.S.1.P. ( Ontario 
Health Services Insurance Plan) 
is to replace O.M.S.1.P. which 
was the Provincial Plan, but in 
order to receive grants from the 
Federal Government, it was nec- 
essary to go into O.H.S.1.P. or 
the Province of Ontario would 
lose in a full year, approximately 
$ 175,000,000. 

We in the Province were for - 
ced to participate in the Feder- 
al Scheme inorder to receive 
grants. The Federal Government | 
hes said that in 1972 they plan | 
to get out of cost - shared plans 
which could mean by 1972 we 
would be cut off from Federal 
Grants for O.H.S.1.P. 

As of September 30,1969, the 
Minister of Health ( Provincial ) 
hos told us that 97.2% of the 
people of the province are cov- 
ered by O.H.S.1.P. 

O.H.S.1.P. covers only 90 % 
of the doctor's bills. Many con- 
tracts with unions, school boards, 
employees, etc. had previously 
negotiated contracts to cover 
100 % of doctor's bills. It is my 
opinion that individuals who want 
this extra coverage should be 
allowed to have it, but Mr. Mun- 
ro, the Federal Minister of Hea- 
Ith has stated we cannot have 
it, andif the Province were to 
allow people to obtain this cov- 
erage the Provincial Government 
would not receive the Federal 
grants. 

Contrary to what has been said 
the Federal grants will only covet | 
44% of the O.H.S.1.P. Plan. 
People who have special plans, 
including drugs, dental core ,spe 
cial nurses, chiropractors, etc. 

will still be able to obtain these 
plans. 


I would like to list the total | 
cost for one full year's operation 
of O.H.S.1.P. & total expenses 
for one year.

Hydro’s Aubrey Falls 
Plant Produces It’s 
First Power 


Ontario Hydro's newest gen- 


| erating station, Aubrey Falls on 


the Mississagi River, north of 
Thessalon, produced first power 
on September 30, 
its twin generators was initially 
loaded to capacity. The second 
unit is expected to produce its 
first power later in October. 

The $32.6 million plant, 45 
miles northwest of Elliot Lake is 
Hydro's 68th Hydraulic station. It 
will have a capacity of 130,200 
kilowatts and when in full Opera- 
tion, produce enough power to 
meet the combined peak demands 
of cities the size of Sudbury and 
North Bay. 

Two additional hydraulic sta- 
tions are under construction as 
Hydro continues to utilize where 
ever economically possible, the 
energy resources of the provinces 
swift-Flowing rivers and water- 
falls.

Servicemen Win 
Wage Boosts 


Pay increases For members of 
the armed forces were announced 
last week by the defence depart- 
ment. 

The increases, which will 
raise the military payroll by about 
6} Per cent, are retroactive to 
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poral range from $ 14a month to 
$31 for the highest skilledtrades. 

The increase for a captain with 
two years in the rank will be $35 
a month.A major with eight years 
in the rank will receive an addi- 
tional $ 63 a month. The basic 
rate for lieutenant-colonels goes 
up by $57 a month. 

The announcement also said 
that all military personel will now 
be eligible to receive incentive 
Pay increases on on annual basis.

In some cases the Ontori- 
Municipal Board has had to_ask 
thot such projects be posponed 
because the project was beyond 
the financial capacity of the | 
small community even with pro- | 
vincial assistance through Ont. 
Water Resources Commission Fin- 
ancing. 

The small communities a r e 
cought between the OWRC which 
orders them to install sewage ser- 
vices as a control over pollutior 
andthe Ontario Municipal Boord 
which orders them to limit their 
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capital expenditure. 

Mr. Kerr soid provincial assi 
stance will average about 30 per 
cent of the cost for municipalities 
under 5,000 population. 

In 1970-71 the estimated cost 
for both sewer and water system 
will be an estimated $3,000, 
000 rising to $12,000,000 in 
1971-72 whenit should beginto 
decrease. 

“Assistance for small munici- 
polities is to assist the existing 
community only and is not for 
new works," Mr. Kerr said. 

"The program would not apply 
to any future addition or exten- 
sion of such new plant. The pro- 
vince will work itself out of this 
problem by assisting those w ho 
need assistance now.” 

Mr. Kerr said the subsidy do- 
es not create an advantage for 
small communities over larger ores 
since the rate of subsidy is above 
the average per—home cost inany 
or the larger municipalities. 

Mr. Kerr also announced that 
financial assistance will 
ered to ensure that area - wide 
projects for sewage and water 
services are built oversize to meet 
future development. 


To qualify, the oversizing 
must be beyond the needs of 
communities initally serviced 
so that adequate services are a- 
vailable for predicted future po- 
pulations. 

Under this plan, the provin- 
ce may contribute 15 per cent 
of the total capital cost of 
the works. 

Mr. Kerr said this plan will 
operate insuch areas as Sarnia 
and St. Thomas where future 
expansion is possible.
